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USDA expanding 
list for processing 

The Usb of approved sub- 
stances that moat and poul- 
try plants can use to scald 
hog carcasses, dofeather 
poultry or remove the lin- 
ing from beef and lamb 
stomachs to make tripe hab 
been expanded, USDA said 
recently. 

USDA said it approved 
23 chemicals used to scald 
poultry that had been tra- 
ditionally used by tho poul- 
try industry, bub not pre- 
viously officially approved, 
reports CNS. 

In addition, USDA ap- 
proved three new sub- 
stances for hog scalding: 
sodium gluconate, sodium 
mono and . dimethyl- 
naphthalene sulfonate and 
triethanolamine dodecyl- 
berusene sulfonate. Tliese 
materials will bo approved 
for use, effective Nov- 4, 
and the rule allowing their 
use will be published in tlie 
Oct.'C Federal Register, 


favorably 
posal that would permit tho 
use of potassium 
phosphate salts in meat 
and poultry products, 
reports CNS. 

Under the . proposal, pro- 
cessors would be allowed to 
use potassium phosphate 
salts— such as dipotassium 
phosphate and potassium 
pyrophosphate— in all meat 
and poultry products in 
which USDA now permits 
use of sodium salt. 

The proposal would also 
allow meat and poultry pro- 
cesaors to use sodium 
hydroxide in- their product 
formulations to control 
acidity. Meat processors 
' would also be pormitted to 
use phosphates— which 
enable meat products to re- 
tain their flavor, juiciness 
and tenderness during 
cooking— in most meat pro- 
ducts other than sausages. 

The National Meat Assn. 
(NMA) said adoption of tlie 
proposal would benefit 


expanded to permit the use 
of phosphates in sausages. 
Since USDA striclty 
regulates the fat and 
moisture content in pro- 
cessed meats, there would 
be no reason to prohibit 
pliosphato use in sausages 
as a means of preventing 
excessive moisture loss, 
NMA said. 

A few meat processing 
firms, such as Oscar Mayer 
Inc., Madison, Wis., told 
USDA that the proposal 
would help the meat in- 
dustry reduce the amount 
of sodium it uses in pro- 
cessed meat products, 
USDA has been encourag- 
ing processors to look for 
ways of decreasing the 
sodium content of their 
products because of the 
link established between 
high sodium intake and 
hypertension, a form of 
high blood pressure. 
Among processed foods, 
processed meats are con- 
sidered a major source of 
dietary sodium.

In addition, yuung feeder 
lii'ifers rurely make good 
milkers; producrr.s urieii' 
face the extra problem of 
disposing of undesirable 
calves. 

Although producers have 
struggled for several years 
without an FDA-appi'Ovod 
product to abort pregnont 
feedlot heifers, clearance of 
Lutalyse for this purpose 
now offers an effective way 
to deal with this proiilem. 

Data from trials con- 
ducted by the Upjohn Com- 
pany and at independent 
fccdlots throughout the 
country indicate that 26 
nig. of Lutalyse, when ad-

Long, tall and oorre^ aa a 2<ye|sr-old in paiituro condition 
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Economists say conditions right 
for Southeastern herd expansion

Although total hog i 
.«Ke.rq haVB been uB- ' 
Jreas^ing in the Southaast 
Of tho last two years, 
several factors indicate 
lhat hog production may 
on the rebound there, ac- 
cording to economists con- 
tacted by CNS. 

As of Sept. 1, total hog 
Dumbers in the four major 
southern hog producing 
states (North Carolina, 
Georgia, Texas ond Ken- 
tucky) were down 8.3% 
compared with a year ago, 
according to the USDAs 
U-state hogs and pigs 
report. In 1980, hog 
Durabers in the same states 
were down 9.2% compared 
with the 1979 inventory. 

However, in the Corn 
Bell, gilt retention and the 
beginning of herd expan- 
sion appears to have 
started, sources said. Gilt 
numbers in the Corn Belt 
! could increase 6 to 8% this 
' year, according to Glenn 
Grimes, economist with the 
I University of Missouri. 
Factors such as cheaper 
corn prices in the Corn Belt 
and increased corn produc- 
tion in the major producing 
Southern states will on- 
. courage producers to ex- 
pand breeding herds within 
the next year, sources said. 

Also, casli hog prices in 
the Southeast have been 
fairly comparable to corn 
belt prices (upper $40.00 
Uvel), the sources said, 
which has encouraged 
many Southeastern liog 
producers. 

Interest rates, of course, 

I still are a deterent, tho 
1 sources said, but savings 


on energy end building i 
costs in the South will add ] 
to the list of positive fac- 
tors. 

If hog prices remain pro- 
fitable and prices low, pro- 
ducers will be gearing up 
for expansion in tho 
Southeast, said Everett 
Nickels, professor of 
agricultural economics at 
North Carolina State Uni- 
versity. "However, it pro- 
bably will bo a year before 
your producers expand 
tiieir herds," he said. 

North Carolina is the 
largest hog producing state 
in the Southeast and total 
hog and pig numbers were 
89% of a year ago on 
Sept. 1, according to the 
hogs and pigs report. 

Marginal producers were 
forced out of business last 
year. Nickels said. "We lost 
$28 million in the hog in- 
dustry because of aflatoxin 
poisoning. Some of llw 
smaller producers didn't 
test for aflatoxin in their 
com and lost many sows 
and pigs as a result,” he 
said. 

Cash prices in North 
Carolina will be in the up- 
per $40.00 range into the 
fall and winter. Nickels 
said. If corn prices are 
lower, it will improve pro- 
fits, he said. 

More feeder pig pro- 
ducers have gone out of 
business during the last 
year, said Emmit Rawls, 
extension economist with 
the University of Ten- 
noasee at Knoxville. 
Farrow-to-flnish producers 
\ in Tennessee usually 
I ducreaso numbers when 


southern corn production is 
poor, which it was lost 
year, he said 
"Considering that corn 
stays at $2.60 per bushul 
and cash hog und hog 
futures prices stoy in the 
upper $40.00 level, condi- 
tions for expansion in the 
Southeast are favorable 
this year," Rawls said. 

Southeastern hog pro- 
ducers are still at a disad- 
vantage because of grain 
transportation costs. 
Grimes said. 




However, with higher | 
cash hog prices in the 
Southeast plus the other 
positive variables, many 
producers there could sur- 
vive transportation costs 
and interest rates and tho 
Com Bolt could have some 
"stiff competition from tlie 
Southeast," Grimes said. 

Another positive factor 
for Southeastern liog pro- 
ducers is that demand for 
fresh pork and pork pro- 
ducts is higher there than 
in other parts of the coun- 
try, Nickels said. 

"Pork typically is a 
staple in the Southeastern 
diet." Nickels said. "Con- 
sumption here probably is 
1% to 2% higher per capita 
than in other regions." 

Nickels and Rawls 
agreed that hog production 
in the Southeast will never 
mirror that of the Corn 
Belt's and admitted that 
hog purchases in the 
Southeast mostly are to 
supplement purchases 
made in the (^rn Belt.

The U.S. will rcooivo no 
pressure from the Guiiernl 
Agroement on 'Fariffs and 
Trade (GA'I’T') ns it cuu- 
tinuQR lo review its 
Dumestie ItilprnuUniinl 
Sjiles Corp, proj;riim, jiccor- 
diiij; to sources. 

The (lAT'P council 
recontly decided to shelve 
debate on Lhu DISC pro- 
jirnm. which the liuropean 
ISconumic CoininuniLy Iiqh 
charged is an i>.\pt)rl sub- 
sidy plan, nnd Lhereforo in 
viointiun of GAT'l”s free 
trade rules, reports UCN. 

The council ulsu deft^rrud 
discussion of U.S. counter- 
charges that the Belgian, 
Dutch nnd French govern- 
ments were doing Lho same. 

The council decided to 
resume the discussions 
when it meets again Nov. 3. 
However, al the main par- 
ticipants in the dispute say 
they believed the matter 
will bo settled before then. 

A Dutch spokeman, who 
is close to the EEC 
negotiating team and has 
been involved in the con- 
troversy since it began in 
1976, said, "There is no 
future in arguing about 
this in public anymore," 
He said, "Wo hope negotia- 
tions between us nnd the 
U.S. will resolve the matter 
before the GA'rT council 
meets again." 

However, the Dutch 
spokesman said he was not 
^ overly impressed by sug* 
gestiona that tho Reagan 
I administration is about to 
legislate DISC out of ex- 
istence. 

"The Carter ndnunistm- 
tion promiserl the aninc 
thing, but nothing happen- 
ed," bo said.
